GENERAL H A RRISON . 


T he P re sid e n t E n th u siastically R eceived 
in Ohio. 
S id n e y (Ohio), October 1 3 :h —T he special 
train bearing President H arrison and party 
pulled out of Indianapolis on its return to 
W ashington at 6 o’clock this m orning. The 
President spent last night aboard the car 
and w hen he arose this m orning he ap ­ 
peared m uch refreshed from the day's rest 
afforded him yesterday at Indianapolis. 
All felt that to-day was to be the trying 
ordeal of the trip. 
T he States of Indiana 
and O hio were to be crossed, and the 
schedule provided for a dozen brief stops to 
give old friends an opportunity to greet 
the President. 
T he speeches th at these o c­ 
casions w ould necessitate w ould be very 
trying'Snd require the utm ost physical ex ­ 
ertion. 
An im m ense crowd assem bled at 
A nderson, In d . 
T he President m ade a 
brief speech, referring to the rapid develop­ 
m ent of this region since the discovery and 
utilization of natural gas, and its general 
advancem ent. 
H e spoke of the presence 
of the school children and took occasion to 
speak a good word for the public schools. 
H e counseled putting braw ny m en in the 
factories, 
bu t sending the children to 
school. 
H e pointed out the advantages of 
learning and told 
the boys there was 
nothing to w hich they m ight not aspire in 
this country. 
W hen the city of M incie was reached an 
im m ense assem bly wa3 congregated. 
T he 
P resident spoke a t som e leDgth in regard to 
the grow th of the country since natural 
gas was discovered, and said: 
"T h e sun 
light will not m ore surely shed its beam s 
on us this m orning th an this great tide of 
prosperity w hich has set in through this 
gas belt in Indiana shall go on increasing 
u n til all th e cities and tow ns w ithin its 
radius are full of business m en and h u m ­ 
m ing m achinery. 
W hat 
does all this 
mean? 
It m eans em ploym ent for m en. It 
m eans happy and com fortable hom es for 
increasing population. 
It m eans an in ­ 
creased hom e m arket for the products of 
your farm . 
It m eans th at the farm er will 
havc>he choice of crops, and will have 
consum ers for th e perishable products of 
his farm at his very door. 
I do not forget 
that your good country sent to the w ar of 
the Ü nion in the gallant regim ents that 
w ent from thie gallant State a m ultitude of 
brave m en to stand by the flag. 
Now let 
th at love of th e flag be still upperm ost in 
your hearts. N othing has pleased m e m ore 
as I passed through som e of our W estern 
States than to see th at the school children 
everyw here had the starry flag in their 
hands. 
[Prolonged cheers.] 
Let it be so 
here and everyw here. 
Let them learn to 
love it—to know its beauties—in order that 
w hen th e tim e of peril comes they m ay be 
ready to defend it. 
[Prolonged applause ] 
“ It is essential to the existence of a coun­ 
try like ours, th a t thought and speech 
should be free, and free thought m eans 
differing thoughts. 
I t m eans th at in an in ­ 
dividual exercise of the faculties God has 
given us, we will reach a public question 
through different conclusions; but, as I re­ 
m arked th e other day to another audience, 
as long as our differences stand, like the 
opposing buttresses of a great arch, con­ 
fronting each other, but united above in 
love for the C onstitution and the flag, we 
have nothing to fear.” 
H e spoke to the children assem bled, and 
touched upon the value c f the public 
school, and counseled love for the flag. 
One of the greatest dem onstrations of the 
day took place at W inchester, w here sev­ 
eral thousand 
people 
were assem bled. 
E very building in the city was decorated, 
and even the telegraph poles were adorned 
w ith the Stars and Stripe». 
Brief stops were m ade at U nion City, 
Ind., De Graff and Bellefontaine, at w hich 
the President m ade brief speeches, turning 
on the enlarged view w hich his trip to the 
W est had given him of the greatness of 
this country and its sturdy m anhood. 
At M ansfield another large crowd was 
assem bled, and the President spoke briefly, 
thanking them for their kindness and say­ 
ing he was glad to be perm itted to stop at 
th e hom e of th eir distinguished Senator 
and his friend, Sherm an. 
" I am sure," he 
said, ‘ how ever you m ay differ from him 
in political opinion, the people of M ans­ 
field and of Ohio are proud of the em inence 
w hich he has ettained in the councils of 
the nation and th e distinguished service 
he has been able to render his country, not 
only in Congress, but in the Treasury De­ 
partm ent. 
[Cheers ] 
H e is a tw in in 
greatness w ith th at m ili'ary brother who 
led som e of you, as he did me, in som e of 
the great cam paigns of the war, and they 
have together rendered conspicuous serv­ 
ices to this country w hich we, as they, 
love with devoted affection.” 
At W ooster, the students of the univer­ 
sity joined their ctriiege cry to the cheers of 
the citizens. 
T his was the first point in 
Congressm an M cK inley’s district at which 
the P resident spoke. 
T he President spoke 
but briefly, as the tim e was short and 
m any other stops rem ained to be m ade. 
A large crowd was assem bled at Orr- 
ville. but there was no tim e for a speech. 
A t M assillon there was a great crow d of 
G rand A rm y V eterans, school children and 
citizens, headed by the M ayor. 
As the 
train entered the city th e operatives from 
th e m anufacturing establishm ents near the 
road gathered at the train and cheered the 
President as he sped by. 
In his address,

I am not one of those who believe it can be 
to m y interest or to yours to purchase in a 
m arket anything below the price th at it 
pays to m en w ho m ake it at fair living 
wages. 
[Great applause ] 
W e should all 
‘live and let live’ in this country. 
O ur 
strength, our prom ise for the future, our 
security for social happinss, is the contect- 
m ent of the great masses w ho toil. 
It is 
in kindly intercourse and relationship be­ 
tween capital and labor, each having its 
appropriate increase, th at we shall tind the 
highest g o o d ; 
th e 
capitalist and em ­ 
ployer everyw here extending to those w ho 
work for hum an rights a kindly consider­ 
ation w ith com pensating wages.” 
W h e n th e tra in rolled into Canton over 
five thousand people were assem bled to 
greet the C hief E xecutive. 
G rand A rm y 
of the R epublic and other organizations 
were out in full force. T he President spoke 
in response to an address of welcome, say. 
ing, in part: “ I am glad to be at the hom e 
of one w ith w hom I have been associated 
in Congressional duties for a n um ber of 
years, and w ho in all personal relations 
w ith m e, and I believe w ith you, his neigh­ 
bors, has won m y regard, as I am sure he 
has won yours [cheers], and w ithout any 
regard to w hat m ay be thought of M cK in­ 
ley, I am sure here to-day th at you are all 
the good neighbors and friend's of W m . 
M cK inlev. [A pplause ] K ind-hearted and 
generous 
as 
he seemed to m e, I am 
sure he has not failed in those ihcial rela­ 
tions—w hatever ju dgm ent you m ay have 
of his political opinions—in m aking the 
masses of the people proud of him as their 
distinguished son. 
[A pplause.] 
W e all 
desire, I am sure, th at all relatious betw een 
the em ployers and w orkingm en shall be 
friendly and k in d .

S a n F r a n c isc o , October 13th.—Charles 
Tem pleton Crocker, six years of age. the 
only son of Colonel Fred. Crocker, First 
Vice President of the Southern Pacific R ail­ 
road, is now lying at the point of death at 
the hom e of his father, on th e southw est 
corner of Leavenw orth and P ice streets. 
The boy's injuries were the result of an 
accident. 
A bout 2 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon he was playing on the stairs in his 
father's house, and, boylike, began sliding 
dow n the banister leading from the first 
flto r to the kitchen in th e basem ent of the 
house. 
H e had gone dow n like a flash on 
several trips, but w hen ju st startin g on 
another, in his excitem ent he rolled too 
far over on the banister, lost his bal­ 
ance, and, unable w ith his tin y hands to 
hold on, fell w ith a crash to the floor 
below, a distance of over th irty feet. 
H is 
•body turned w hile falling, and he struck 
on his head, w hich cante in contact w ith 
crushing force w ith an iron grating in the 
floor used as a ventilator. 
H is skull was 
fractured by th e terrible blow, and- he lay 
there m oaning u n til the horrified dom es­ 
tics who had heard the noise of his fall 
picked him up and carried him to his bed­ 
room on the upper floor. 
Colonel Crocker was im m ediately sent 
for, and at the sam e tim e Drs. D orr and 
Rosenstirn were sum m oned. 
T hey all ar­ 
rived at the house about the sam e tim e, 
aud everything^possible was done to re­ 
lieve the little sufferer and increase his 
chances for life. 
D uring the day a third 
physician was sum m oned, and so serious 
was th e case considered th at one of the 
doctors 
rem ained at the 
boy's bedside 
throughout the afternoon and night. 
The 
proper rem edies for th e allaying of the 
fever into w bich he had been throw n were 
applied, and everything th at science could 
suggest was used to relieve his sufferings. 
N otw ithstanding his awful fall none of the 
bay’s bones were broken. 
T he skull, how ­ 
ever, was badly fractured, a fact th at m ade 
his case alm ost hopeless. 
H e lay in an unconscious condition all 
last night aud this m orning. 
A t noon 
there was no change, but recovery is now 
considered a little more probable.

DETECTIVES 
AND 
GUILT. 


The Chicago Herald is puzzled to know 
why detectives always, or nearly always, 
furnish “proof of guilt.” It asks why they 
seldom, if ever, furnish convincing proofs 
of innocence, especially if the detective 
is set to watch a woman ? 
Wfie” a m an hires a detective to w atch the 
m ovem ents of another, 
and 
that 
other a 
w om an, does he say to the detective search for 
evil, or search for innocence? If after a vain 
h u n t for som ething th at eveu;has the appear­ 
ance of evil, does the m an clutch at the report 
as a proof of innocence, or is it received w ith 
disappointm ent? If, on the other hand, actions 
th at m ay be as far rem oved from sin as heaven 
is from the earth, but having a look of mystery 
and possible guilt, are noured into the ears of 
the em ployer, is it m et w ith doubt and an incli­ 
nation to give the wom an the benefit of the 
doubt, or taken as trium phant satisfactory proof? 
The detective by education and habit 
searches for guilt only. 
That is the busi­ 
ness of his life, to ascertain what proofs of 
guilt can be produced. 
If any are found, 
the matter most likely is ventilated in 
Court. 
Hence it is that the public hears 
of the detective officer mainly as asso­ 
ciated with the production of evidence of 
guilt. 
But there are cases in which officers do 
find that there is no guilt, and report the 
fact ; many cases in which their research 
does establish innocence. But in the latter 
instances the public, in the very nature of 
things, hears little or nothing of the result 
of the inquiry. 
So that it is not fair to the detective to 
associate him only with the evolution of 
proofs of guilt. 
Nevertheless it is true 
that the calling of the detective makes 
him a suspicious being ; an unsympathetic 
m an; tends to develop in him distrust, 
and leads him to look upon a charge of 
crime as prima facie evidence of guilt. 
So far as the employment of detective* 
to shadow or watch women is concerned, 
the officer certainly does encourage the 
suspicion of the employer much oftener 
than he undertakes to defeat his employ­ 
ment and sacrifice his purse by disabusing 
the fancy of his principal. 
H e who sus­ 
pects his wife of disloyalty and puts a de­ 
tective as a watchman upon her actions, 
will, in nine cases out of ten, set the officer 
adrift and employ another to serve his pur­ 
pose, if the first reports to him nothing to 
feed his suspicion and pamper his jealousy- 
The detective knows this perfectly well, 
and contents 
himself 
with 
reporting 
everything that may possibly have even a 
slightly suspicious cast. 
It is sad enough that this is true; but 
detectives are human beings, and no better 
or unselfish than the average man who is 
given a specific task to do for wages. 
In 
each case the effort is to please the em­ 
ployer, to win his approval and the reward 
promised. 
Rut there are in all other vo­ 
cations innumerable instances of men who 
refuse in employment to cater to the sus­ 
picious of employers. 
The detective, how­ 
ever, accepts his employment for that ex­ 
press purj>ose, and it is rare, therefore, 
that he is disposed to cut the ground from 
utider his own feet. 
It is for this reason 
that tire private detective is the cause of 
so much of ill. and is entitled to so little 
of the respect of the community. 


UNPE0FITABLE SPECULATIONS 
THE TARIFF BILL. 
UPON 


The Democratic literary 
bureau 
is 
actively at work at the East. 
Lengthy 
dispatches are telegraphed by it to the 
Democratic press, purporting to be un­ 
biased interviews with business men who 
predict great financial stringency and in­ 
dustrial distress, as the result of the oper­ 
ation of Jhe new tariff law. 
It is noticeable that all these conjectural 
expressions eouie from men who have spe­ 
cial interests in some particular article 
of commerce that is affected hy the tariff 
scheme of protection against foreign com­ 
petition. 
In no instance is the operation 
of the new law considered as a whole. The 
Democratic party in 1888 denied veliem- 
entlv that it intended to thrust free trade 
upon the country. 
Its purpose was an­ 
nounced to be the material reduction of 
tariff revenue. 
The Mills bill proposed 
an aggregate reduction, said the Dem- 
ocracv, of sixty-five millions of dollars. 
Now, the bill passed by Congress in 1890, 
does effect a reduction of sixty millions 
of dollars. 
80 far as the items of the 
schedule of free-entry and dutiable articles 
is concerned the Republican party con­ 
tends that the tax is levied upon articles 
of luxury, and those able to bear revenue 
contribution, while necessities are either 
free or scheduled at reduced rates; that 
in addition there has been taken off of 


n o th in g , except to create a possible feeling 
of distmst in some m inds. 
U nrest is not 
oenefirial to trade, and the country does 
not wish it to be cultivated. 
The people 
of the nation want rest from the debate* 
and unnecessary creation of friction. 
The 
tariff bill w ill very soon prove its worth or 
demonstrate its errors. 
Let the people 
therefore be content to wait for and dis­ 
passionately judge the practical workings 
of the new law. 
There is to be accom­ 
plished no good result, there are to be 
reached no just and definite conclusions 
by partisan conjectural debate. 
Let poli­ 
ticians be given to understand that they 
will not gain advantage by playing upon 
any possible doubts and fears of any of the 
people. The demand is for fair opportunity 
to ascertain whether the country will not, 
as the Republican party contends, accom­ 
modate itself to the changes effected, and 
continue in and augment its prosperity. 


B is h o p G ilm o u r , of Ohio, has excom­ 
municated the editor of the Catholic Knight- 
The judgment was that the editor’s paper 
was “A falsifier of law and of fact, and a 
cesspool of scandal.” 
If it were given to 
some authority to stop the mouths of all 
papers that are falsifiers of law and fact, 
and cesspools- of scandal, it would have a 
considerable task to discharge and steady 
employment for some time. 
It is the bane 
of journalism that there are many papers 
conducted for the apparently express pur­ 
pose of misrepresentation and of character 
wrecking. 
But then, if anything should 
be attempted to curb this order of journals, 
the guarantee of the freedom of the press 
would intervene, and the prohibition of cen­ 
sorship estop the effort. 
And it is best. 
For, after all, the severest of censors is the 
reading public. 
If it disapproves the scan­ 
dalous course of a paper, it has methods of 
excommunication, not so direct perhaps, 
but quite as potent as those of the church. 
The public acts more slowly than the 
priest, but ultimately the unreliable, falsi­ 
fying and scandal-monging press will find 
its level, and meet its punishment. 


T h e lottery people are doing their ut­ 
most to awaken some sympathy in their 
behalf, but without success. They exclaim 
against the exclusion of their subjects— 
the lottery-advertisiDg newspapers—from 
the mails, but forget that there is a loop­ 
hole of escape. 
They can send all matter 
now excluded by sealing the packages 
and paying letter postage, for no one is 
authorized to open a sealed mail package 
not addressed to himself. 
If the lottery 
people can afford to bribe Louisiana with 
an offer of $2,000,000 a year, it can afford 
to pay full rates for the carriage of its ad­ 
vertisements in the mails. 
But if it 
adopts this plan it must needs be active 
early, for Congress will probably soon 
close the loop-hole, by providing that if 
after the fact discovery is made of the 
contents of the package, the mailer of the 
matter shall be held accountable and "be 
punished. 
___ 
___________ 


T h e Southern Democratic press is now 
proposing that the Southern States sur­ 
render the representation they have which 
is based upon population numbers of the 
negroes. 
This is disingenuous, for it is 
the surrender of the representation of the 
negro citizens, and therefore no self-sacri­ 
fice that is proposed. The situation, so far 
as such citizens are concerned, would not 
be improved locally. 
The Democracy 
would have less strength in Congress, but 
the repression of the vote of the negro 
would continue. 
But then, the proposi­ 
tion is absurd, for it could not be carried 
out under the Constitution; there is and 
can be no warrant for it, except disfran­ 
chisement of the negro, and that will not 
be done. 


A n u m b e r o f public-spirited citizens of 
San Francisco are raising a purse for the 
purchase of flags for the sehool-houses of 
that city. 
That is w ell; but San Fran­ 
cisco is behind the times. 
Sacramento 
citizens raised a fund two years ago to 
place flags on the school-houses of this 
city, and the colors were flying within a 
month after the effort began. 
A hundred 
or more Eastern towns and cities placed 
the national banner over the public school 
houses more than a year ago. 
Howeveri 
to have the California metropolis wake up 
to the patriotic work now is better than 
not at all.

B u t a very brief time remains ¡B which 
citizens can register for the approaching 
election. 
Every man qualified by law, 
owes it to his country to vote at general 
elections—at all elections, in his State. 
Failure to do so is an offense against good 
government, since every man is bound by 
the privileges of his citizenship to ex­ 
press himself by his ballot. 
It is only by 
such action on the part of every voter 
that the true will of the majority can be 
ascertained, and the Government be made 
representative of the will of the gov­ 
erned.

I n d i a n a ’s reform ballot system has one 
feature that is probably an improvement 
upon all others. 
It provides for the print­ 
ing upon the ballot'at its head, of the title 
of each political party in the field. 
The 
voter as he passes into the booth finds 
there a small stamp. 
If he wishes to vote 
a straight ticket, he stamps the blank 
square opposite the title of the party he 
selects, and is not then required to mark 
the names of the candidates of his choice. 


A f e w toadying newspapers at the East 
speak of tbe Count de Paris and his ac­ 
companying friends as the “royal party.” 
■That is sycophantic. The party is not 
royal; the Count never wore a crown, and 
he probably never will. 
Because years 
and years ago some of his progenitors for a 
time posed upon a throne, in a country 
that has abolished that institution of gov- 
«nment, does not now make an exiled 
pretender “royal.” 


T he Democrats of the Sixth Congress­ 
ional District of Massachusetts have gone 
outside of the district for a candidate for 
the House.

H is Sym pathetic Nat;drw and h í i E a rly 
M is fo rtu n e s . 
T hose w ho saw touch of A braham L in ­ 
coln d arin g th e later years of h is life, were 
greatly im pressed w ith th e expression of 
profound m elancholy his face alw ays wore 
in repose. 
M r. L incoln was o f a peculiarly sym pa­ 
thetic and kin d ly nature. 
T hese strong 
characteristics influenced, very happily, as 
it proved, his entire political career. 
They 
w ould no t seem, at first glance, to be effi­ 
cient aids to political success; b a t in the 
peculiar em ergency w hich Lincoln, in the 
providence of God, was called to m eet, no 
vessel of com m on clay could possibly have 
becom e the “chosen of th e L ord.” 
Those acquainted w ith him from boy­ 
hood knew th at early griefs tinged his 
w hole life w ith sadness. 
H is p artner in 
the grocery business at Salem was “ U ncle” 
B illy Green, of T allnla, 111., w ho used at 
night, w hen the custom ers were few, to 
hoid the gram m ar w hile Lincoln recited 
bis lessons. 
It was to his sym pathetic ear L incoln 
told th e story of his love for sw eet A nn 
R ullidge; and he, in retu rn , offered w hat 
com fort he could w hen poor A nn died, and 
L incoln’s great heart nearly broke. 
“A fter A nn died,” says “ U ncle” B illy, 
“ on storm y nights, w bea th e w ind blew the 
rain against th e roof, A be wonld set th ar in 
tb e grocery, his elbow s on his knees, bis 
face in his hands, and th e tears ra n n in ’ 
through his fingers. 
I hated to see him 
feel bad, an ’ I ’d say, ‘A be don’t cry;* an' 
he’d look up an ’ say, ‘I can’t help it, Bill, 
the rain ’s a failin’ on her.’ ”

IHE SESSION PASSES WITHOUT ANT 
ENLIVENING INCIDENTS.

A t yesterday's session of the Board of 
City Trustees the Chief Engineer of the 
W ater Works reported that 31,885.000 gal­ 
lons of water had been pumped during the 
week. The H oily Engine was in opera­ 
tion eighty-one hours and the Stevens 
ninety-one hours. 


THE HOtTSE MUST STAY. 


Chief Engineer Guthrie of the Fire De­ 
partm ent stated to the Board that he bad 
notified parties who intended moving a 
frame house on Fifth and L streets, that 
the fire or linance prohibited the moving 
or erecting of a wooden structure within 
the fire limits. ^ 
H iram Johnson appeared to represent the 
owners of the house and explained to the 
Board that the intention was merely to 
raise the honse and move it a few feet so 
that it would conform to the grade of tne 
street. 
Attorney W. A. Anderson stated that the 
Board had no right to graut the request un­ 
less they wished to ignore the ordinance. 
The next door neighbors to the parties who 
wished to move the house objected to the 
moving of the structure so close to them , as 
their insurance rates would be increased. 
The Mayor said he thought the ordi­ 
nance was clear, and that Mr. McMorry, 
the owner of the house, had no right to 
move it so as to increase the risk of his 
neighbor. 
Hiram Johnson said he did not imagine 
the ordinance was made to work a hard­ 
ship on anybody. 
It was resolved to get the City Attorney's 
opinion in the m atter and he was sent for. 
Mr. H art stated to the Board,tha. he had 
examined the ordinance and came to the 
conclusion that the intention was not to 
hinder a man from moving his house from 
one side of his lot to the other. The 
chances or risk of a conflagration in that 
block could not be increased. 
He believed 
the Board would not be violating the pro­ 
visions of the ordinance if they granted 
Mr. McMorry’s request. 
Trustee McLaughlin wanted to know 
whether or not a man who owned a lot on 
L street and one on K street could move a 
frame house from his property on L street 
to his lot on K street, both lots being in 
the same block. 
City Attorney H art said he thought a 
m an would have the right to do so. 
The roll was called on the granting of 
the request, and it was denied by a unani­ 
m ous vote.

Long before the street demonstration was 
concluded people began pouring into the 
old Pavilion, at Sixth and M streets, and 
when the procession reached that point the 
great hall was almost filled. 
By the time 
the uniformed clubs had marched in the 
hall was packed with people. 
The meeting was called to order by 
Joseph Steffens, President of the M arkham 
Brigade, who announced the officers of the 
evening as follows : President,-Hon. Robert 
T. Devlin; Vice-Presidents— John Rider, 
General L. Tozer, Alonzo Conklin, John 
Barrett, Hon. R. J. Van Voorhies, A. A n­ 
drew, A. Aitken, Dr. A. E. Bruñe, C. C. 
Bonte, A. 
Casselli, C. M. Cogían, J. F. 
Dreman, John Gruhler, Dr. J. R Laine, C. 
M. Piodger, S. Poska, Dr. G. C. Simmons, 
Charles 
Sellinger ; 
Secretaries— H arry 
Crouch and W. L. Duden. 
Mr. Devlin, on taking the chair, made a 
brief speech. He said the present contest 
involved the im portant question of pro­ 
tection or free trade: it involved the ques 
tion as to w hether or not a Democratic 
minority in Congress should control a Re 
publican majority. In this State the issue 
was especially im portant, as the matter of 
tbe election of a United States Senator was 
at stake. It seemed to him as if the Re­ 
publicans of Sacramento were wide awake 
and determined to see that their entire 
county ticket is elected. 


REMARKS BY ME. BRUNER. 
Chairman Devlin then introduced Hon. 
Elwood Bruner, candidate for the Assem­ 
bly, who made a few remarks. H e com­ 
menced by making a complimentary allu­ 
sion to Congressman Morrow’s action in 
rem aining at his post in W ashington, 
guarding California’s interests, while the 
Republican State Convention was in session 
in this city. Mr. Morrow, he said, knew 
but a few hours before that he was to speak 
here, but be (the speaker) knew he would 
be able to tell them some im portant facts. 
He retired after making an earnest appeal 
to all Republicans to do their duty on 
election day. 


SPEECH OF MR. MORROW. 
The Chairman 
then imroduced Con­ 
gressman W. W . Morrow, who was received 
with long-continued applause. 
After a 
brief reference to bis journey bither,»be 
said the Republican majority in Congress 
had made a record that had not been 
equaled by any Congress since tbe war. He 
was glad to return to California, and he 
knew that Californians always had a warm 
welcome for one of their num ber when he 
crosses the Sierra Nevada and comes down 
again among his people. 
Referring to the 
late Republican Convention, be said he re­ 
gretted he was not present. 
He understood 
there were a great many Republicans here 
on that occasion, especially from Southern 
California. 
[Laughter] 
However, the 
Convention placed a splendid ticket in the 
field, willi his friend, Colonel Markham, at 
its head, and he knew it would be elected. 
[Appiause.j 
Mr. Morrow reviewed the action of the 
Democrats in ihe late Congress, whose 
methods of obstructing legislation he se­ 
verely criticised. No less than thirty-seven 
days had been exhausted by calling the 
*roll in response to Democratic demands. 
Then there were motions to adjourn, calls 
of the Honse, etc , and all to cause delay. 
He wanted Republicans to remember these 
facts when they go to the polls to vote on 
the4th of November. Xpe Republican m a­ 
jority in Congress, owing to various con­ 
tingencies, was at times very meager, and 
it fi/U:id great difficulty in carrying out the 
pledges it bail made to the people. The 
first thing the Republicans did was to 
elect Tom Reed as Speaker. [Applause.] 
He is a man who combines many of the 
statesm an.ike qualities of the immorta! 
Lincoln with the firmness and fairness of 
Grant. Reed had been charged by the 
Democrats as being tyrannical, but be 
(Morrow) challenged any person to point 
to an act of Speaker R eel that was tyrrani- 
cat and not in perfect accordance with his 
powers and duties as presiding officer of 
the House. Mr. Reed had simply directed 
the Clerk to record a3 present Democrats 
who sat in their seats, drew -their salaries, 
and did everything else that Congressmen 
might do, except to vote. 
Mr. Morrow then proceeded to relate the 
details of some of the more exciting scenes 
of the session, which he illustrated in a 
way to elicit rounds of applause. 
N otwithstanding all the delays forced 
upon the Republicans by the Democratic 
m inoriiy’s tactics, the former had accom­ 
plished m uch of which it may be proud. 
He instanced the admission of several of 
lhe former Territories into the sisterhood 
of Stales, tbe passage ot the silver bill, the 
McKinley tariff bill and other measures. 
The merits of tbe silver bill, and its 
effect upon the trade and industry of the 
country, were explained and discussed at 
some length, including a brief review of 
the silver legislation of the country. 
He 
charged the Democrats with the responsi­ 
bility for the decline of stiver to the lowest 
figure it had ever reached in the markets 
of the world. That was in May, 1888, and 
thirty days later, after the Republican Na­ 
tional Convention bad placed the silver 
coinage plank in its platform, silver began 


to rise in price. It rose higher still when 
Harrison was elected President, and it rose 
higher yet when the Republican Congress 
passed the silver coinage bill, and to-day 
has reached a standard of vilne represent­ 
ing $10,000,000 in tbe annual product of 
tbe country. The higher our silver went 
in tbe English m arket tbe p -’c? of our 
wheat kept pace with it. 
[Applause.] 
The Republicans io the House had not the 
aid of a solitary Democratic vote in passing 
the silver bill, and he thought it would 
puzzle some of them to explain to their 
constituents why they oppose a measure so 
full of importance to the c o n n 'ry .\ 
Mr. Morrow then entered iuto a review 
of the historv of tariff legislation in the 
country, 
beginning with tbe protective 
measure signed by Washington. 
He con­ 
trasted the merits of the Mills (Demo­ 
cratic) bill with those of the recent Act ot 
the Republican Congress. It was the duty 
of the people to have the McKinley bill 
thoroughly tfsted in a practical manner, 
in order that its imperfections, if any, may 
be brought to light and corrected. 
It was 
the duty of Republicans to secure the suc­ 
cess of their parly at the coming election, 
and to return Republican members cf 
Congress who will see tbat the provisions 
of tbe bill are properly carried out. 
The difference between a tariff for rev­ 
enue only and of a protective tariff was 
explained by Mr. Morrow, and his frequent 
telling points were received with hearty 
applause. 
H e said that above all things, Americans 
should give preference to their woiking- 
men in the struggle of life. 
W hen in 
Chicago he 
saw California fruit adver­ 
tised everywhere throughout the city, and 
in a speech delivered at a meeting there he 
told the people that they had bought 20,­ 
000,000 pounds of California fruit this 
season, and that it was protection for home 
industries that gave them the wages for 
their labor tbat enabled them to indulge 
in home raised luxuries of that sort and 
gave the producers a bom* market. 
Referring to the hundreds of millions of 
dollars in gold that was dug from the mines 
iu early days, under the W alker tree trade 
system, Mr. Morrow asked where it had 
gone in a few years. It wasu’t here—it had 
not been burned—where was it? 
It had 
gone, he said, to foreign countries to pay 
for the necessaries of life that had been im ­ 
poned therefrom. 
Now, under our protec­ 
tion system, our wealth is increasing—the 
money Í9 kept at home, and our factories 
are kept busy in supplying the demand. 
[Applause ] 
The McKinley bill had been denounced 
as a burden upon tbe poor man. 
It was 
true it had increased the duty on such 
things as French 
champagne, 
French 
brandy, 
Havana cigars, 
pearl buttons, 
French ribbons, and a few such “necessi­ 
ties of life.” 
If there were any working­ 
men in the audience who would feel op­ 
pressed by the extra tax'on champagne and 
such thing*, he would like to bave a look 
at him . 
[A pplause] 
It is proposed to 
give the people our own champagne to 
drink—if they want to drink it—American 
ribbons, American pearl buttons, American- 
made tin ware and other American indus­ 
trial products, and {bus break up the 
English monopoly tnat in years past kept 
down our manufactories and blocked the 
wheels of industrial progress. 
[Applause.] 
Even as a relief from taxation, the Mc- 
McKinley bill 
went 
further than 
the 
Mills bill, as it reduces the revenues sev­ 
eral million dollars more than the latter. 
From $2,000,000 against us in the balance 
of trade during the last year of Cleveland's 
administration, what did his auditors sup­ 
pose the change had amoftnted to after one 
year of President H arrison’s adm inistra­ 
tion ? No less than $68,000.000 ! That was 
the difference "between our imports and ex­ 
ports, and that much money saved to the 
people. 
[Applause.] 
As the result of all this tbe Republicans, 
Mr. Morrow said, should see to it that 
their candidates, from the top to the bot­ 
tom of their ticket, are elected—especially 
their Congressman (Mr. McKenna), who 
had served them faithfully and ably. It 
was equally im portant tha: Republicans 
should elect their legislative candidates, as 
the coming Legislature wilt be called upon 
to redi9trict the Slate, both for members of 
the 
Legislature 
and Congressmen. 
A 
United States Senator is to be elected by 
the next Legislature, and the Republicans 
should remember their duty when they go 
to the polls on election day.

Mr. Morrow spoke for nearly two hours, 
and his speech was one of tbe most argu­ 
mentative beard at a political gathering 
here in many a day. 
There were probably 
two thousand people in the hall, and al­ 
though 
he 
indulged 
in no attempts 
at 
oratory, 
bnt 
appealed 
solely 
to 
the reason of his auditors and 
gave 
them 
cold 
fac:s 
for 
mental 
di­ 
gestion, he held them to 
the last-. No 
speech was ever listened to more attentively. 
It was a clear and able elucidation of the 
tariff question, from the Republican stand­ 
point. and on all aides men and women 
were heard to declare that Dever before had 
they heard the subject so 
thoroughly 
handled, nor its intricacies made so plain 
to the ordinary understanding. 
At the close of Mr. Morrow’s address 
cheers were given for him , for Markham, 
and for the entire Republican ticket.

W ashington, October 13th.—It is now 
believed that Congress will be convened in 
extra session about the last of this month. 
Several days ago correspondents of the 
New York papers telegraphed 
that the 
m a tte r had already been settled, but oefore 
the printer’s ink on the papers had dried. 
Secretary Halford dissipated this belief by 
a dispatch Irom Ottumwa. President H ar­ 
rison will issue bis proclamation in ad­ 
vance of the elections. It will not be policy 
to w ithhold it until after they had oc­ 
curred. 
As nearly as can be estimated from the 
existing probabilities, the extra session will 
be convened on November 11th or 12th. 
being a week following the Congressional 
elections. This will enable any member of 
Congress, no m atter how remote his dis­ 
trict may be, to reach W ashington in time 
by leaving after the polls close on Novem­ 
ber 4tb. 
After the adjournm ent of Congress a 
num ber of Senators, including Messrs. Hi3- 
cock, Sherm an and Hawley, discussed the 
subject of an extra session with the Presi­ 
dent. 
They have found that he favored 
the idea, and more than one-half of the 
Republican Senators who were consulted 
were found to be anxious to have Congress 
. reconvened before the regular time in De­ 
cember. 
Subsequently the m atter was discussed 
at Cabinet meetings, and a majority of the 
President's official advisers concurred in 
the desirability of an extra session in No­ 
vember. 
It was in anticipation of this that 
the Senate continued its session clerks 
through the recess, though the fact was 
not hinted at when the resolution was put 
through. 
W hen the President left for the West his 
intentions were to call an extra session, 
the proposition having the indorsement of 
the party managers in Congress, as well as 
a majority of his Cabinet. Since bis de­ 
parture there has been such a general ac­ 
ceptance of the proposition that he will 
have no reason to hesitate on his return. 
The main purpose of the extra session, 
of course, is the passage of the elections 
bill, but there is another m atter of equal 
importance, nam ely, the Congressional ap­ 
portionm ent. This cannot be railroaded 
through, because 
it 
effects 
personally 
every member in it, and a special order of 
business, with a previous question attach­ 
m ent, could not be operated with any 
success; consequently, the reapportionment 
will occupy a large portion of the time 
after 
Congress 
reassembles. 
Not 
one 
feature of the proposed bill has yet been 
decided upon. 
Representative 
DuDnell 
introduced a 
bill which was supposed to represent the 
views of the Republican managers as to the 
relative representation to be given each 
State, but that bill was based upon esti­ 
mates now conceded to be incorrect. The 
D unnell bill was constructed upon the 
basis of a population of nearly 65,000,000. 
More recent and accurate estimates indi­ 
cate that the official count of the Census 
Office will not reach 64,000,000. This dif­ 
ference will compel a complete revision of 
the D unnell bill. The necessity for an 
early start on the apportionm ent bill is ap­ 
parent, and this is the most practical argu­ 
m ent advanced by those who favor an ex­ 
tra session.

T h e E x -S e c re ta ry o f W a r F o u n d D e a d in 
H is R o o m . 
W a sh in g t o n, October 13th.—Ex-Secre" 
tary of W ar W . W. Belknap was found 
dead this morning in a room adjoining his 
office, 1420 New York avenue. 
The Coro­ 
ner has been sum moned. It is thonght his 
death was due to paralysis. 
General W. W. Belknap was Secretary 
of W ar daring President Grant's 
first 
term . It is believed death occurred be­ 
tween 1 o’clock Saturday night and 9 
o'clock Sunday morning. From John W. 
Cameron, General Belknap's business as­ 
sociate. it was learned that for some time 
it had been the General’s habit to meet a 
few friends at the home of Dr. Hill, who 
lives less than a square away, for a social 
game of cards. Saturday night he was 
w ith them as usual, and remained until 
nearly midnight, when he returned to his 
apartm ents in the Evans buildiDg, at 1420 
New York avenue, and presumably re­ 
tired im mediately. HUftfcver again was 
seen alive. 
About 8:30 this m orning Cameron ar­ 
rived at the building and proceeded to the 
second floor, where their offices and the 
General’s apartm ents were located. The 
servant girl who keeps the rooms rapped at 
the door and inquired if General Belknap 
was 
out 
of 
the 
city, 
saying 
she 
had 
several 
times 
since 
Sunday 
m orning 
tried 
the 
doors, 
but 
found them locked. The doors were then 
forced open and the body was found lying 
partly uncovered on the bed. The left 
arm was bent rigidly toward the head, and 
the left hand clenched as though death 
came while he was in a convulsion. The 
bedclothes were somewhat disarranged, as 
if there had been a slight struggle for 
breath. 
A physician was summoned and 
atter m aking an examination expressed 
the opinion that death resulted from a 
stroke of apoplexy. The Coroner soon 
afterward arrived and took the body in 
charge. 
An autopsy disclosed the fact that the 
im m ediate cause of death was inlUmma- 
tion of the inner lining of the heart. 
Mrs. Belknap, who was in New York, 
was sum moned by telegraph, also the Gen­ 
eral's son Hugh fiom Chicago. For some 
years Belknap has been almost a constant 
sufferer frota gout. Iu February he had 
so severe an attack that he hardly left the 
room for three months or more. During 
that tim e he lost in llesh between thirty 
and forty pounds. Since then he ha- been 
in poor health. In consequence of his 
long illness bis business suffered and this 
worried him at times. 


DRATED IS MOURNING. 


W 
a s h i n g t o n . October 13th.—As soon as 
the death of Belknap was known at the 
W ar Departm ent here Acting Secretary 
G rant ordered the flag on the building at 
half-mast, in honor of the ex-Secretary, and 
gave directions that the building be draped 
in black for the customary period. He also 
com m unicated with the family of the 
deceased, to oiler what assistance they 
m ight desire from the Department in the 
arrangem ents for the funeral. As soon as 
the funeral arrangements are completed, an 
order will be issued closing the Depart­ 
m ent on the day of the funeral. 
An order 
announcing the death to the army, with 
instructions as to the proper observance of 
the day of his funeral, will probably be 
issued this afternoon. 
Mrs. Belknap has decided that the Gen^ 
eral shall be buried at Arlington Ceme­ 
tery, and the funeral will probably take 
place on Thursday.

W a s h in g t o n , October 13th. — Justice 
M iller died to-night at eight m inutes of 
eleven o'clock w ithout a struggle, and ap­ 
parently w ithout pain. A few minutes be­ 
fore he died the phlegm in his throat grad­ 
ually accumulated and his frame quivered. 
It was evident that the end was fast ap­ 
proaching, and the members of his house­ 
hold who were not in the sick-room were 
hastily sum moned to his bedside. Besides 
Mrs. M iller and her son, Irvine, there were 
present Dr. Cook, J. W . W oolwortb, an old 
friend of Justice Miller, who had just ar­ 
rived from Omaha, the family servants and 
Chief Clerk McKenney, of the Supreme 
Court. 
Soon after death the face of the Justice, 
which had become somewhat draw trdur- 
ing the last days of his illness, changed to 
a perfectly natural condition, and he looked 
as if in a qaiet sleep. 
No arrangem ents for the funeral will be 
m ade until to-morrow, but it is certain 
that his rem ains will be removed to his 
hom e in Keokuk, la., where they will be 
interred in the family burying ground. 
To-morrow the Supreme Court will meet 
as usual and after announcem ent of the 
death of Associate Justice Miller by Chief 
Justice Fuller the Court will adjourn.

S h o es W e a r W ell a n d D o n ’t 
H u rt th e H oof. 
I t is well known to all horseshoers that 
many horse’s feet, particularly the front 
ones, and especially in summer time, are 
very hard and brittle, and about as diffi­ 
cult to cut as a cow’s horn, says a writer iu 
the Michigan Farmer. 
Now, if a red-hot 
shoe is held to a horse’s hoof for a few sec­ 
onds the hoof can immediately be cut as 
easily as a piece of mellow cheese. 
Mind 
what I say, the foot is always cut instantly 
after the burning, or there is nothing 
gained by the operation. This alone is the 
reason why hot fitters follow the practice, 
and anything else th at is said about it is 
merely a waste of words, intended to mis­ 
lead. The word cold-fitting is a misnomer, 
for there is no such thing. 
All shoes are 
fitted to the horses’ feet while they are 
hot. 
As the shoe is worked on the anvil, 
so it is fitted or formed to the foot. 
I t is 
impossible to fit a shoe to a horse’s foot 
without scorching it a little, or if possible, 
no man would take the trouble with a cold 
shoe for the very good reason “T hat the 
devil gets the sm ith th at hammers cold 
iron.” 
B ut to do as some smiths do, hold a red- 
hot shoe to a horse’s foot until the smoke 
of the burning hoof actually hides the 
sm ith, is barbarous in the extreme. Doubt­ 
less there are some honest, well-meaning, 
but very hard-worked horseshoers that 
quiet their consciences by the thought that 
burning the hoofs does the horse little or 
no harm, and enables it to do more and 
easier work. 
W ith all due deference to 
these men I say most em phatically the 
practice is one of the most injurious to 
which a horse can be subjected. 
It is all nonsense to say th at horseshoes 
cannot be made to stay on and wear as well 
by cold fitting as by hot fitting. 
I have 
seen horses shod by cold fitting, and the 
shoes have remained on over three m onths. 
and done well all that time, and the horses 
were working every day, Sundays ex­ 
cepted. 
I do not advocate any such thing, 
however, for in my opinion six weeks is a 
long time for shoes to stay on any horse’s 
feet.

B e y o n d th e K in g ’s A u th o rity . 
Hats, it is to be presumed, were origin­ 
ally intended to be worn in the open air 
only. 
Some people, however, wear them 
almost everywhere except at church and to 
bed.

plion set sail for Torbay, transferred the il­ 
lustrious prisoner to the Northum berland 
and soon placed him beyond the jurisdic­ 
tion of the English Courts.
